Bigger Locomotives. .

they wear out, by engines of a

It will be 
usefol in cases of emergency or 
accident and will also be used in 
toe ra:}way workshops to obviate 
the long and dangerous process at 
present involved when the boiler 
of an engine has to be lifted for 
repairs. . 

Under , Construction, several 
works re-appear which for var- 
ious Teasons are not being pro- 
ceeded with this year and provi- 
sion has been made for certaio 
new items which are pecessary.

Text of the Protocol. 


IN GENERAL ACCORDANCE WITH FORECAST, 
(Renter's Service.) . ‘ 
Coo Mudania, October 12. 

The agreement, signed at 440 this marning, provides for the 
evacuation of Thrace within fifteen days, the-installation of the 
Turkish administration within thitty days, limitation of Torkish 
pondarmarie to eight thousand, the establishment of an allied cover- 
ing force on the wast bank of the Maritza, the oreation of a nautral 
rone inside a line drawn fifteen kilometres from the Straits, with a 
demilitarised zo0e beyond, also a neutral zone in the Ismid Panin- 
sula ioside a line exteniling from Ghebzeh to Shileb, with a demilit- 
atised zona of forty kilometres beyond. 

Both sides agree to suspend reinforcements and fortificatians, 
The Greek delegates reserved theit signature o2 tbe ground that the’ 
terms did not accord with their instrnations. ‘ . 

General Harington’s Candour Produces Cordiality. 

The proceedings opened Inst night with a speech by General 
Harington, who repeated bia declaration of the 9th. inst, that the 
terms offered the Turks were final, the discussion betwean General.
